It Isn't "contaminated" 
-wator~that -those Americans 
are drinking. Expensive — ■' 
and often ingenious— purifi- 
cation equipment takes the 
harmful ingredients out of 
this "re*usod" water. 
. Tint the job of making im- 
pure water pure again, is one 
that has cost towns, counties 
and states thousands of dol- 
lars, And as 'the population 
continues to 'boom, It will be- 
come necessary to spend 
even more money on this job 
if there' Is to he enough water 
for everyone. 

The job of getting cheap 
wholesome water to everyone 
who needs it fascinated' two 
engineers, Igor Karassik, 
and Joseph Sebuld. Both of 
tlultn, were executives in 
charge of engineering proj- 
ects at the Worthington Corp, 
when (hey begun discussing 
the prolilom* last year. 



The facts -at their 'disposal 
were the same facts that had 
been bothering .water supply, 
experts for years. The sup- 
ply . of. 'naturally - VclcanV 
water was running put; The 
amount of water that- growing 
Industries and an exploding 
population were taking from 
reservoirs and wells all over 
the United .States was grow- 
ing so- enormous that In time 
there . wouldn't be enough 
water to go around.; 

Mfconwhile, cities desper- 
ate for water had been taking 
their supply from river and 
streams into which other 
cities had dumped their treat- 
ed sewage: As Karassik and 
Sebald deescrlbcd it, many 
municipal water supply sys- 
tems work tlils way: 

"A city locates it water 
treating plant upstream on a 
river, and after . using tlds 
water, discharges it in the 
form of treated effluent 
downstream into the same 
river, *The next city down- 
stream repeats this process, 
and the noxt. Downstream 
City drinks. treated water that 
has .already been used by 
cities A, B, and C7

. Karassik and Sebald next 

began to wonder whether this 
treated sewage was < entirely 
safe. Cities filterred, chlor 
mated and aerated their 
water before sending It on 
to the taps of these inhabi- 
tants, but even the best of 
theso water purification pro- 
cesses only killed off 95 per 
cent of the water's bacteria 
content; 

Simple mathematical cal- 
culations showed that 1)5 per. 
cent pure water wasn't pure 
enough. A city of two mil- 
lion Inhabitants wlio made 
their sewage 95 per cent pure 
before returning it to a river 
were contaminating the water 
as much as a city, of '100,000 
whose citizens dumped com- 
pletely raw sewage into the 
same stream. Outbreaks of 
virus and "intestinal flu" epi- 
demics might well be (raced 
to this Incompletely treated 
water, the engineers reas- 
oned. 

To find a bettor way of 
purifying "used" water 
cheaply, the two Worthing- 
ton engineers decided to try

the engineers say. Further- 
more, it Is expected that 
"Pasteurization" may in time 
become cheaper. 

It may be a while before 
municipal water works use 
the "Pasteurization" process, 
but it is likely this method 
of purifying water will be put 
to other uses almost immedi- 
ately. Boer companies, Kar- 
assik and Sebald say; have 
expressed Interest in steri- 
lizing their bottles with "Pas- 
teurized" water, and In using 
it for the brewing process-
